35,000 rifles, 120 artillery pieces, 30,000 uniforms and steel helmets, 

46 light tanks, 6 tons of medical supplies, and an unknown quantity of 
ammunition.

On 10 August 1950, 17,000 troops of the 17 Army 2 Field Army, including 
4,000 cavalry troops, arrived in the Lungpang (106-19, 22-62) and Ch’aling 
area. Each platoon is supplied with a detailed map of the border area and 
a ntimber of propaganda pamphlets. 
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
